Ahs. Willett and another daughter es- 
eaped, Air, G. L, THatticld, bis wife and 
four children escaped. The honses of 
these pares, ater being plundered, were 
burned. 

Crosing the river twice, the Indians 
next appeared on next day, the 21st, on 
Tish Creek, which ruus mto Red River 
in Cook county, west of north from 
Gainesville. Hore they speared Miss 
Gown" in several places, but the eppear- 
ance of white men caused them to leave 
her, She will recover.
